PLAN SUBMITTED 


TO THE EXCHANGE 


Cerlifica'ion of Cot‘on to Licensed 
Southern Warehous3s, 


System Now Employed by New York 
Exchange To Be Extended to 
Scuth—Some of the Details 
of the Proposed Plan 
Are Given. 


New York, June 15.—The committee 
named some time ago by the manager of 
the New York cotton exchange to study 
tne subject and report to them a plan for 
cxtending the present system of certificat- 
ing cotton to licensed ware houses in the 
south, have prepared the brief form of 
their plan and it has been mailed to ali 
the members of the exchange for con- 
sideration. 

The committee consists of Fergus Reid. 
Norfolk, Va.; James F. McGowan, Au- 
gusta, Ga.; Henry Schaeffer, New York; 
. A. Fachiri, New York, and James F. 
Maury, chairman, New York. 

Some of the details of the plans are as 
fcllows: 

The rules that govern classification and 
inspection in New York, with a few 
changes, will apply in the south. Ware 
houses in the south which apply for 
i:ccensing must be carefully inspected as 
t. character, rate of insurance, proper 
rrotection of cotton stored therein, ease 
of receipt and delivery, etc., and must 
furnish bonds and agree to abide by the 
rules of the managers. They will have 
the privilege of free admission to the 
fiocr of the exchange during certain days 
of the year. 

“If any state or city,” says the report, 
“shall pass laws which, in the judgment 
of the board of managers, are unjust 
or too burdensome for the transaction 
of the cotton business, they*shall have 
thé right te. cancel any or all licenses and 
withdraw from that city or state.”’ 

The fhspection of cotton’ shall be In 
charge of an inspector in chief, who shall 
be represented by deputy inspectors in 
charge of the districts. 

It is proposed to begin with five dis- 
tricts, as follows: 

One for Norfolk and Wilmington; one 
for Charleston, Savannah and Augusta; 
one for Mobile and New Orleans; one 
for Galveston and Houston, and one for 
Memphis and surrounding cities. 

Cotton will be sampled at New York, 
the samples being drawn from the bales 
and shipped to New York for inspection 
and classification. To secure a cordial 
feeling and harmonious working with 
the southern exchanges, it is proposed. to 
add a representative on the classification 
committee of the New York exchange, 
one from each of the towns chosen and 
one from any others where classification 
amounts tto 100,000 bales a year. This rep- 
resentative is to be chosen by thé local 
exchange in the south, but subject to 
approval or rejection by the New York 
board of managers. 


LAUDED BLUE 
AND GRAY, TOO 


CRITICS SCORED 
BY COMMITTEE 
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Charges Apainst Stockade Are 
"Unjust and Unwarranted,” 


So Declares the Prison Committee of 
Council, Which Made an In- 
vestigation of the Stockade 
After Charges Were 
Made Against It. 


“That the charges made against the 
management of our city stockade were 
misleading, unjust and unwarranted,” is 
the result of the investigation by the 
prison committee, the report of which 
was made to council during the session 
of yesterday afternoon. 

The investigation was the result of pub- 
lished charges contained in cards and 
interviews given out by delegates to the 
National* Conference of Clrarities and Cor- 
rection, who visited the city stockade 
and who were displeased with what they 
saw there. Commissioner H. L. Collier, 
of the department of public works, re- 
quested counell to make an investigation 
and his request was referred to the com- 
mittee on prisons, of which Councilman 
Styron is chairman. 

The report of the committee fs as fol- 
lows: 

“To the Honorable Mayor and General 
Council of the City of Atlanta.—Gentle- 
men: Your committee on prisons, to 
which was referred the requést of the 
commissioner of public works for an in- 
vestigation into the conduct and manage- 
ment of the city stockade, begs to submit 
the following report: | 

“We have made a careful investigation, 
both by personal investigation of the 
stockade and by closely questioning the 
men in charge of thait department and 
other citizens, and find that there are 
no facts to support or justify the Ssen- 
sational charges and statements contain- 
ed in the cards and interviews in the 
public press regarding the management 
of the city stockade. The statements 
that all the prisoners, without regard to 
sex or color, were herded together is en- 
tirely misleading. We found that a sep- 
arate department was provided for the 
white women, and that they were not 
compelled or permitted to mingle with 
the other prisoners. The colored women 
sleep in @ wing Of the,stockade that is 
entirely cut off from the quarters of the 
men, and they are given their food sepa- 
rately. These women are employed about 
the é¢tockade building and on the farm 
connected with it. The colored men oc- 
cupy another wing on the second floor, 
and the white mien are the Only prison- 
ers that sleep on the first floor. In the 
dining room the tables for the white 
and colored men are mote than twenty 
feet apart, and the benches for the white 
prisoners are arranged 80 that they can 
sit with their backs to the others. The 
only time the prisoners are ever per- 
mitted to congregate in one pjace is at 
the religious services on Sunday after- 
noon, and even then they are Separated 
as much as possible. 

Stockade Clean and Sanitary. 

“We found that the stockade was clean 
and sanitary, and that the prisoners were 
given an abundance of wholesome food. 
They are humanely treated, and a great 
deal of judgment and consideration is 
manifested in the disposition of the pris- 
oners for the day’s work. 

“In our opinion Commissioner Collier 
is managing this department with skill, 
wisdom and ability, and to the very best 
advantage, considering the funds and fa- 
cilities at his disposal, If there is any-

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LIVES TAKEN _ 
JANTIC WALL OF WATER 
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FROM THE SUNDERED HEAVENS 


Town of Heppner in Oregon Wiped Off the Map by Cloudburst and One-Third 
of the Population Destroyed--=About Two Hundred Injured---The Ava- 
lanche of Water Came Without Warning, Catching

Portland, Oreg., June 15.—Following « 
cloudburst, a wall jot water 20 feet high 
rushed down the gulch of Willow creek 
at dusk yesterday}and drowned nearly 
half of 1,250 bitants of Heppner, 
Oreg. The furious water carried the resi- 
dence part of Heppner away. So great 
was the force of th water that bowlders 
welghing a ton Were rolled along the 
gulch, crushing evé@tything in their path. 
Wires, bridges andfrailroads were swept 
away and completejreports have not been 
received. The most reliable .reports to- 
night say that the joss of life at Heppner 
will be at least 300, though the number of 
dead probably is. la¥ger.

A report from forge, 17 miles from Hepp- 
ner, says that 300 bodies carried there by 
the tlood have beet recovered. The flood 
came with such stfdenness that the in- 
habitants were unable to seek places of 
safety and were carried down to death 
by the awful rush 6f water. Some of the 
business part of Heppner, which is on 
high ground, escapéd. Early in the after- 
noon a thunder stad occurred, covering 
a wide region of eountry, and later a 
heavy rain storm iset in, many of the 
small streams overflowing their banks in 
a short time. Bridges were swept away 
like straws, and thé darkness of the night 
soon made the situation more appalling. 


Dozens of Bodies Found. 

As svon as possible after the flood sub- 
sided the work of relief was begun by the 
surviving residents, 

Dozens of Wedies were found lodged 
along the bends of the stream, and in 
several places they were piled two or

200 bodies had been recovered within the 
town. | 

Many of the buildings which were not 
carried away were moved from their 
foundations or toppled over. 

Hundreds of. horses, cattle, sheep and 
hogs, that had gone into the creek bot- 
toms for Water, perished. 

As soon as possible news was sent by 
courier to the near-by towns asking re- 
lief for the stricken people. The Oregon 
Railway and Navigation Company started 
a relief train, with doctors and supplies, 
from The Dalles shortly after noon with 
a party of 100, including three doctors, 
four nurses and supplies of all kinds. At 
1:3) o'clock this afternoon a relief train, 
with doctors und supplies, started for the 
scene from Portland. The citizens of 
Portland started a relief fund as soon as 
the news of the disaster spread over the 
city, and within a few hours $5,000 was 
raised. 

Suppiies wiil be rushed to Heppner as 
soon as they can be collected. 

Fifteen buildings in Lexington. 9 miles 
below Heppner, on Willow creek, were 
washed away, but with no loss of life, 
the inhabitants having time to save them.

At lone, 17 miles away, damage was 
done to buildings, though no loss of life 
is reported. 


All Houses Swert Away. 
Heppner is situated in the narrow val- 
ley of Willows creek.- Advices to The 
Chronicle state that a great storm was 
raging yesterday afternoon at 5:30 and a 


cloudburst occurred a short distance 
above Heppner and a wall of water Hke 


three deep. Up to 2 o'clock this afternoon | the Columbia river rushed down the. val- 


ley. The roar of the storm deafened the 
roar of the water and the people had no 
warning of the oncoming flood. 

Suddenly it rushed throvgh the town, 
sweeping houses from their foundation 
and drowning the people in the wrecks of 
their own homes, the dead bodies and 
wreckage being borne down the valley. 
Scores are still unaccounted for. At last 
reports 105 bodies had been’ recovered, 
and it is feared that three or four times 
that number perished. The flood subsided 
quickly, 

At Lexington, Ore., some houses were 
wrecked, but mo one was drowned. At 
lone, Ore., one house was wrecked. 

The railway, telegraph and teiephone 
lines were badly damaged in the vulley. 

At Heppner the residents suffered 
most, though the business section was 
flooded. Advices at noon state that the 
county authorities are taking care of the 
sufferers.

After. the -habeas corpus procéedings 
were disposed of the; trials of Jett and 
White for the assassination of Marcum 
were called. There was much excitement 
about the court house and those enter- 
ing the court room were not only search- 
ed, but also closely watched. 

Atiorney Golden made the (opening 
statement for the defense in the assas- 
sination case this morning. He outlined 
an alibi, which the defense will depend 
on to save White and Jett, as already 
forecasted. According to Mr. Golden’s 
statement, the defense will endeavor to 


place Jett near the postoffice when the | 


fatal shots were fired, and will urge that 
White alone entered the side door of 
the court housé prior to the shooting. 
Golden said they would prove that Jett 
came out.of the side door after he went 
to see Marcum’s prostrate form in the 
doorway and that he was there only to 
learn what had happened. Golden charged 
that Ewen lied ‘when he testified that 
he saw Jett fire the shot. Curtis Jett 
was then called to the stand in his own 
behalf. He was cool, but answered ques- 
tions from his attorneys with consider- 
able hesitation. 


Judge Denounces Lawlessness. 


The jury was excused for a few min- 
utes and the grand jury filed into the 
court. when Judge Redwine charged them 
to investigate the burning of Ewen’s 
hotel. Judge Redwine was very forceful] 
in his charge, saying. that arson.was next 
to assassifation and that he wanted the 
grand jury to resort to very fair means 
to indict the men who were guilty of set- 
ting fire to the home of Ewen. He said 
it was doubtful if life and property was 
ever sO inseeure in a civilized county as 
it ie in Breathitt county today. 

Judge Redwine intimated that 
special term of court would be 
held to try incendiary cases if 
indictments were found. Meantime the 
overworked troops were sent out with 
summons papers to bring in witnesses for 
the grand jury. The murder case was 
then resumed. Jett was asked what he 
had said to Mrs. Johnson on meeting 
her after Marcum was killed. He re- 
plied: 

“I said that she could not lay this 
on me; that every time a man was killed 
they said I did it.” 

Mrs. Johnson testified that Jett said, 
“Hargis’ money killed him; I fired the 
shot.” . 

He said at the time of the shooting 
his right hand was so badly swollen that 
he could not have pulled @ trigger:. He 
said he had had a finger amputated two 
weeks before. When court adjourned 
for dinner Jett was still on the stand.

Mr. Winburn, the school carpenter, 
recommended that about $8,000 be spent 
in repairing the. school bulldings. His 
report was referred to the finance com- 
mittee of the board with power to 
act. 

The salary of the clerk of the board 
of education, Migs Amy Hearn, was in- 
creased from $55 to $65 per month. 

It was decided that the schools will 
open this year for tNe fall term on 
September 7, which will be the first Mon- 
day, instead of the second Monday, as 
heretofore. The normal school will be 
held during the two weeks immediately 
prfte to the opening of the schools. 

Boys’ High School Course. 

Although no curriculum was selected 
for the Boys’ High school, the board has 
decided to have three courses in that 
institution—literary, business and indus- 
trial. Professor J. H. Smith, who has 
for many years been identified with the 
business colleges of Atlanta, was last 
night elected to the head of the business 
department of the Soys’ High school, 

Professor B. C. Davis, director of mu- 
sic; Professor Theodore Toepel, director 
of physical euiture;, Professor E. E. Ut- 
terbaek, director .of manual training, and 
Hi. S. Paschal, assigtant director of man- 
ual training, were all reelected. 

The report of the special committee, of 
which Hoke Smith was chairman, re- 


garding m@sic, physical culture and mah- ~ 


ual training, was a§pted. The com- 
mittee recommended that these three 
courses be retained as a part of the cur- 
riculum of the schools. 

Tke committee also recommended the 
establishing of four new work shops, one 
© be located at the Edgewood avenue 
school, another at the Bair etreet school, 
the third at Ira street school and the 
fourth at Williams street school. 

In the seventh and eighth grades, as 
provided by the report, joys Bet decide 
for themselves whether they will take 
the manual training course or penman- 


ship. 
Manual Training Work. 


Two new shops will be opened at the 
Boys’ High school, one for woodwork 
and the other a forge, where the boys 
will be taught to ‘work wifh the metais. 
The manual training course in the Boys’ 
High school will cover a period of three 
years and will prepare the boys for en- 
trance to the junior class of the Georgia 
School of Technology without an exami- 
nation. Captain Lyman Hall, president 
of the Tech, was consulted regarding this 
and agreed to take the boys at his school 
without an examination after they have 
worked for three years at the Boys’ 
High school. , 

These additions to the manual training 
course, the committee estimated, will re- 
quire an expenditure of about $2,530. The 
board, in adopting the report, added a 
proviso which prevents the use in the 
manual training department of any 
money already apportioned by council, 
which m@ins that if the course is to be 
extended it will be necessary for council 
to make an additional appropriation of 
$2,500 to the department of education. 

Miss Effie V. Walker, who was last 
year in charge of a school on Glenn 
street, was continued upon the pay roll 
at the same salary she received during 
the term which has just closed. 

The session of the board last evening 
was quite lengthy. It began at 7:30 
o’clock in the evening and the members 
left the office of Mr. Douglas barely ig 
time to catch the last trolley cars, which 
leave at midnight.

But It Is Rumored King Peter Will 
Ban Machin and-the Other Mur- 
derers and Demand -That 
They Be Put to 
Death. 


Belgrade, June 15.—With scarcely the 
excitement which marks an ordinary 
fete day in the capital, Servia today in- 
stituted a new dynasty. Within less 
than two hours from the time of meet- 
ing in the wing of. the royal palace where 
King Alexander and his queen were shot 
down, the senate and skupshtina, in joint 
session, had legally and with due for- 
mality elected Prince Peter Karageorgeo- 
vitch king of Servia and had notified 
him by telegraph of the fact. 

Proclamation by Minority. 

The senate and. skupshtina, on assem- 
bling today, listened to a proclamation 
signed by all the ministers, which was 
read by President Velimirovitch, and 
which was as follows: 

“Every one knows of the events which 
took place last Wednesday night when 
the late King Alexander lost his life. 
Servia remains without a: king or heir 
to the throne. The friends of the father- 
land, having heard of the event, met to 
discuss what should be done for the 
country. The result of their consultation 
has been the const*tution of a govern- 
ment as has been already announced ip 
last Thursday’s Official Gazette. , 

“Thé government having undertaken 
the task of adminfstering the country, 
considers its first duty was to maintain 
peace and order and* convoke parliament 
to elect a king. In order that the elec- 
tion should occur in accordance with-the 
constitufion, the government has put. in 
force the constitution of April 6. 19901, 
with the addition of the laws existing 
before the coup d'etat of March 24 last. 
It has convoked the parliament actually 
existing, which was elected by constitu- 
tional means.

The exercises will continue from 8 to 
12, from 2 to 4 and from 8 to 10 every day 
this week up to Saturday noon and will 
include discussion of such subjects as 
“Grading the Rural Schools,” “‘Language 
and Grammar,” ‘‘What Should Be Accom- 
plished by Written Lessons,”’ “The Use of 
the Diagram,” ‘“Arithmetic,’’ ‘“Geog- 
raphy,’ “Causes of Ineffectual Gram- 
mar,’’ etc. 

The attendance upon the institute is 
very large and the court house, where the 
meetings are being held, is crowded. The 
result of the meeting will undoubtedly be 
very helpful and beneficial to the teachers.

Atlanta’s delegation of labor represen- 
tatives to the fifth annual convention of 
ef the Georgia Federation of labor, 
which convenes tomorrow in Macon, will 
leave the city this afternoon at 4:10 
o’clock in a special car over the South- 
ern railway. Atlanta will be well rep- 
resented at the meeting, the local dele- 
gation numbering about fifty. 

The special car will be decorated with 
streamers, appropriately inscribed, and 
each of the delegates will Avear an At- 
lanta badge. On arrival in the Central 
City, the delegates will march from the 
depot to the convention headquarters, the 
Hotel Lanier. The Atlanta party will be 
joined here this afternoon and will be 
accompanied to Macon by delegations 
from Rome, Lithonia, ‘Tallapoosa and 
Marietta. 

The convention will be in session three 
days and wil] be the largest of its kind 
ever held in this state. It is expected 
that a total of 175 delegates will be 
in attendance, representing every indus- 
trial center of the state.

Capitalists Get Nashville Properties 
at Foreclosure Sale. 
Nashville, Tenn., June 15.—The proper- 
ties of the Nashville railway were soid 
under foreclosure proceedings this morn- 
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Bridges lot been fully considered, but It 
was represented as not being large 
enough and the titles not. good, so it 
was not considered at all, and the Pick- 
ert lot selected by the committee, sent 
to council for confirmation, was ref 
to the finance committee to be acted on 
by that body.

for the lot. The finance committee, after 
Investigating it thoroughly as to loca- 
tion, size, ete., decided to buy it, and 
did so. Now comes this trouole about 
location, and it being a barren field, as 
your paper says, without a sfade tree 
in one hundred yards of it, and being in 
full view of the stockade, and adjoining 
ine Home for Incurables and being 
at the head of Bryan street, corner of 
Bouievard and Sidney, all of which is in- 
correct. The lot is situated on the south- 
east corner of South Boulevard ard Kalb 
street, which intersects Bryan street at 
the Boulevard. It is an elevated 1 3-4- 
acre lot, 280 feet on the Boulevard and 
at the highest point of elevation. It is 
covered with young oak trees from 10 to 
2% feet high, except where the bulliding 
would be put, It is bare there on ac- 
count of having been graded.

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MORGAN GAVE $5,000 
TO SAVE LANDSCAPE

London, June 3.—Pierpont Morgan's 
donation of $5,000 toward the cost of the 
new pleasure grounds at Richmond Hill, 
which, long in danger of eapture by the 
jerry builder, have just come into the 
hands of the London, county council, 
emphasizes the cordial relations which 
exist between Mr. Morgan and the gov- 
érning body of the metropolis—a cordial- 
ity, however, that the millionaire’s self- 
appointed London critics have not failed 
to suggest has been promoted by. him 
for his own base ends. It is significant, 
too, that the London newspapers—which 
have had it in for Morgan ever since 
he tempted most.of the British steam- 
ship lines into his Atlantic trust—have 
made no mention whatever of the An.er- 
ican’s donation, although this is the first 
time in the history of the London county 
council that its efforts to secure parks 
and open spaces for the people, to pre- 
serve -picturesque spots from the opera- 
tion of the cheap builder and historic 
landmarks from vandalism have been 
Bupported by an American. Mr. Astor 
has, of course, contributed generously to 
hospitals and other institutions, but it 
is always at the invitation of some 
member of the aristocracy. A democratic 
body like the London county council 
would not appeal to him, and it is on 
this account that Mr. Morgan’s generos- 
ity is the more appreciated by those who 
direct the machinery of the London coun- 
ty council. Mr, Morgan’s donation came 
quite unexpectedly, and it is looked upon 
as a somewhat strange coincidence that 
his and Lord Rothschild’s check for a 
similar amount arrived by the same mail. 
Lord Rothschild has for years taken a 


i deep interest in everything that con- 


cerns the health, the pleasures and the 
comforts of Londoners, but it has come 
as a revelation to many that Pierpont 
Morgan's generosity should seek an outlet 
in the direction quoted. 

Those who accuse Mr. Morgan of be- 
ing actuated by ulterior motives declare 
that he hopes to cajole the London coun- 
ty council into looking with a friendly 
eye upon his extensive “‘tube’’ schemes 
More fair-minded people, however, main- 
tain that he has been animated by a 
sincere love for what is beautiful and 
artistic. That portion of the new park 
which fronts the river is one of the love- 
ly spots which Turner made famous 
when he lived st Sandy Combe Lodge. 
Walpole, Swift, Pope, Arbuthnot and the 
French Louis Philippe have ali lived in 
the neighborhood. The mansion on the 
estate was designed by Lord’ Pémbroke. 
The gardens were laid out by Lord 
Bathurst and Pope, while Gay and Swift 
constituted themselves masters of the 
household. It was these historic asso- 
ciations, it is believed, that induced Pier- 
pont Morgan to open his purse strings 
So generously. :

One of the roads assessed yesterday is 
the Tifton, Thomasville and Gulf, of 
which Martin F. Amorous, of Atlanta, 
is vice president and general manager. 
This company returned its phyisacl prop- 
erty at $207,677 and its franchise at $150. 
The comptroller general increased the 
tangible property to $261,276, the amount 
at which it was returned a year ago, 
while he put the franchise assessment 
at $260,000, practically the same amount 
as the physical property. Mr. Amorous 
has notified the comptroller general that 
he will let the matter go to arbitra- 
tion. 

The Southern Georgia railroad, another 
line in the southern part of the state, 
made a return of $130,215 for its 38.6 miles 
in Georgia, which included $1,200 for the 
franchise. Comptroller General Wright 
accepted the return on the tangible prop- 
erty, but assessed the franchise at $38,600. 
There is little doubt that President J. 
W. Oglesby, of that Line, will let the 
matter go to arbitration, 

The other road upon which the comp- 
troller general placed an assessment was 
the Augusta Belt railroad, of which 
Colonel T. K. Scott ts president. This 
road returned its tangible preperty at 
$68,406 and its franchise at $100. The re- 
of the tangible property was ac- 
cepted, while the franchise was assessed 
at $26,494. Arbitration is likewise expect- 
ed in this case. 

In the case of the Athens Street Rail- 
road Company the comptroller general 
and thie officials of that line have reached 
an agr ent. The value of the fran- 
chise of this company has been increased 
from $12,500 to $28,500, and the total return 
for franchise and tangible property for 
this company is now $137,500. Comptroller 
yeneral Wright regards this as a pretty 
good showing for a company which op- 
erates only 6 miles of railroad and an 
electric light plant, and he has accepted 
the return in this shape.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


G. W. Pratt. formerly of Atlanta, but 
now of Pell City, Ala., where he is presi- 
dent of the new cotton mill recently com- 
pleted at that place, is. in the city on a 
brief business trip. Mr. Pratt came over 
to talk on certain matters with several 
of the directors of his company, and will 
return today to Alabama. 

“Our mill started operations on Thurs- 
day,” Mr. Pratt ‘said, “and we are going 
to run right along through the summer. 
We are not by any méans in the position 
of those mills which have had to shut 
down on account of the high price of 
cotton. We bought our cotton at 8 cents 
at a time when the price seemed to be 
likely to advance, and conditions were 
such that we knew just when we would 
need it. We have a modern plant of 26,000 
Spindles, which cost about $800,0u0. 

“The mills that are shutting down in 
many parts of the country on account of 
the high price of cotton are truly in un- 
fortunate circumstances. But jt is im- 
possible for them te continue without a 
corresponding advance in the price of 
goods, and that has not come. The reason 
for thjg is that the present high price of 
cotton is largely fictitious, that is to say 
it is the result largely of the speculative 
activity of the market, whether the crop 
conditions justify it or not, and the goods 
market has not responded to it, Natu- 
rally the milis cannot afford to Wy 3B 
cents for cotton and sell goods at the 
Same price practically as when they 
bought cotton for 8 There is plenty of 
demand for goods at the present prices, 
but there does not seem to be any pres- 
ent prospect of a material advance unless 
the high price of cotton should prove 
more persistent than is’ now expected.”’ 


A case of fasting parallel to that of Dr. 
William 8. Wilkingon, of Augusta, in 
which after forty days of abstinence from 
food, the patient died, is reported from 
Wilkesbarre, Pa. Judging from the cir- 
cumstances of this. case, it would seem 
that the problem before Dr. Wilkinson is 
a more serious one than some might be 
inclined to think. 

According to the story from Wilkes- 
barre, Edward Mcintyre, of Mossic, near 
that place, who finished a forty days’ fast 
on Tuesday last, died on Friday from 
weakness. He began his fast in the hope 
that it would relieve him of paralysis. 
McIntyre each day drank two small 
giasses of water and spent much‘ time 
out of doors. He lost forty-seven pounds 
during the forty:days. On Wednesday a 
little malted food was given him, but he 
did not gain strength, and all the efforts 
of the physicians to gyercome his weak- 
ness were unavailing. 

Dr. Wilkinson’s case, it would seem, 
presents some points of similarity, though 
his object is to cure chronic. nervous in- 
digestion. With the close of yesterday he 
had completed forty-nine days of fast- 
ing.. The most serious feature of such cases 
appears to be when the time comes for 
again introducing food into the body. This 
is the crisis whigh, it is said, Dr. Wilkn- 
son is about to reach, and the result of 
his experiment will be very anxiously 
watched. 


An alarm bell for the bath room is a 
new feature which an Atlanta man, a 
physician, has introduced into houses re- 
cently constructed for renting. 

The physician in question has just had 
completed two modern dwellings for rent- 
ing purposes, on the south side. 

“I thought of.a featureewhile having 
these houses built,’ said the physician in 
question, “‘which I had not heard of be- 
fore, and that is an alarm bell for the. 
bath room. This was suggested to me 
through reading.so many reports in the 
newspapers of people having hemorrhages 
and of deaths in bath tubs when the per- 
sons were powerless to summon assistance. 
This is a matter of cOmmon occurrence 
as any a knows who reads the news- 
papers. 

“In order to provide against any such 
possible contingency, I have had a push 
button placed right at the side of the 
bath tub connecting with a gong in the’ 
kitchen..If a person should have any sud- 
den attack while in the bath tub, it is 
only necessary to lift the hand high 
enough to press this button right at the’ 
side of the tub, to call immediate aid. 

“Then, too, one frequently forgets tow- 
els. But really it is to provide against 
more serious troubles that I have intro- 
duced this feature into these houses.”

New York, June 15.—The cotton market 
ppened irregular and unsettled at an ad- 
vance of 10@32 points under another rush 
of shorts to cover, following a sensation- 
al burst.of strength at Liverpool, which 
market at 12:30 was 18 1-2@23 1-2 points 
higher, with private cables denoting 4 
similar speculative position on the other 
side to that existing here and in New 
Orleans, the big bulls being apparently 
in full control and talk of a corner in 
the early autumn options increasing. 

The initial advance here put everything 
on the list up to a new high record for 
the season, July selling at 12.95 on the 
call. September at 11.25, October at 10.4 
and December at 10.30. New Orleans, 
however, showed littie disposition to re- 
spond to the bullish impulses, and later 
cables from Liverpool denoted a substan- 
tial reaction there, under what looked 
like profit-taking by bulls. When the —_ 
rush of covering here had somewhat su ; 
‘pided, therefore, the market became very 
irregular and showed a generally down- 
ward tendency under realizing, with ru- 
mors cifculated that the bull leaders 
here. as well as in Liverpool and New 
Orleans, were availing themselves of the 
advance to take profits.

New York, June’ 15.—Excitement con- 
tinued to prevail in the cotton future 
markets Monday. The Liverpool advices 
displayed sensational strength and the 
private advices from abroad indicated 
that the foreign situation is identical 
with that here and at New Orleans. Bull 
interests appeared to be in control of all 
of the cotton markéts in the world. First 
prices in many instances were the high- 
est for the season, and shorts were thor- 
oughly alarmed. There was some reac- 
tion from the better prices, and the mar- 
ket as the day wore on showed a great 
deal ofirregularity and nervousness. 
Much co}ton was thrown over by tired 
longs an@ was readily taken up by be- 
lated shorts.. However, the market re- 
acted quite-substantially from the top 
prices, Liverpoo) closing was 7 to 15 
points down from the top prices, and the 
lack of definite information from inside 
sources led to liquidation in outside cir- 
cles.

New York, June 15.—Cotton opened 10 to 
28 points higher, cables being so high as 
to cause a stampede on the part of shorts, 
and wild buying followed with bears 
demoralized on account of unprecedented 
rise of 18 to 24 points in the Liverpool 
market. The weather south. was genefral-

The movement began last night during 
a meeting of the veterans of Atlanta 
camp No. 138, United Confederate Vet- 
erans, and a committee has been ap- 
pointed to make arrangements for rais- 
ing money and to work out the dethils 
for the movement. 

‘Toward the heel of the session last. 
evening, while Captain Frank M. Myers, 
the commander of Aflanta camp, was in 
the chair, Captam W. H. Harrison se- 
cured the attention of the veterans. He 
stated that a great deal hed been done 
for the confederate veterans, but that 
nothing had been done for the women 
of the confederacy. Sorge mention had 
been made during the sessions of the 
United Confederate Veterans, he _ de- 
clared, regarding the matter, but noth- 
ing had been done. Captain Harrison 
thought, anyway, that each state should 
erect its own monument to its own 
He, therefote, moved that At- 
lanta camp take the lead in Georgia and 
declare in favor of the movement.

MISSING MONEY 
48 ALL FOUND 


William Morton Confesses 
and Tells Where He 
Hid Money. 


The $500 of missing funds which Wii- 
liam Morton stole from the Atlanta 
National bank, was found yesterday 
morning by Detective White. The money 


the fact that Morton confessed he had 


told a falsehood about the matter after 
his arrest, he was not prosecuted and is 
now a free man. The detective had the 
prisoner in a justice court yesterday 
afternoon and no witnesses appeared 
against bim. The justice could not do 
otherwise than turn him loose. 

Officer White did a very excellent piece 
of detective work on the case. He had 
some trouble at first, but yesterday morh- 


ing when he got Morton off to himself 
and put him through what the police cal! 
the ‘“‘sweating process,” the negro began 
to waver and at last admitted he had 
stolen the money. He told the officer the 
$500 was hidden un a shelf in a closet ‘n 
the office of Sanders, Swann & Co., and 
when the officer searched the place indi- 
cated he found the roll just as the bank 
teller had put it up. 

Morton evidently d not know he had 
mixed up the two ch@cks when he went 
to the bank. He left the $150 check at 
the collection window, thinking it was 
the check for $767 to pay the drafis 
drawn on the firm. When he indorsed 
and presented the check for $767 to the 
preying teller he oelieved he had given the 
teller the $150 check. So when the teller 
paid him $767 Morton thought there had 
been a mistake in the count and that if he, 
pocketed the $767 less the $150 he would 
never be found out. After his arrest he 
made up the story about the $112, whicn 
was found on his person, belonging to his 
brother. Having denied his guilt at first, 
he could not recede from that position 
and did not do so until the detective 
forced the truth out of him. 

Was Not Prosecu<ed. 

Detective White says when he carried 
the prisoner to the justice court he ex- 
gected some of the bank officials to be 
there to prosecute the case. A note was 
received from the bank stating they did 
rot wish to appear in the role of prosecu- 
tor. 

Morton after he was turned loose went 
to the police barracks and was given his 
effects, including the $112, which is a 
part of the money taken from the bank. 
He probably turned it over all right. 

The negro has been a trusted employee 
of Sanders, Swann & Co. for some time 
and was never kfown to do a dishonest 
act. He has handled checks and money 
on many occasions and not so much as a@ 
cent did he ever take. Last Saturday 
when he was handed $767 instead of $152 
he thought the teller had made a mistake 
and he yielded to temptation and kept 
the money.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, June 15.—Prices of securi- 
ties had a decided backset as a result 
of today’s trading. Pressure developed 
from the outset, and with only OoOcca- 
sional halts and smal) fractional rallies 
the level of prices sank lower, throughout 
the day, and the close was heavy at 
the lowest. The stocks in which the 
great bulk of the trading occurred have 
lost all the way from 2 to $ points 
from Saturday's level. This includes the 
principal ecoalers, grangers, Pacific and 
southwesterns. The question whether the 
market was on the eve of a revival of 
Speculation for the advance wa\ thus 
decisively answered, and there was a 
| corresponding relapse in prevailing senti- 
ment about the stock exchange intyv de- 
spondency and apprehension. London 
took part in the selling and western wire 
houses also sent orders on an important 
scale. The sejling was not so large 
later in the day, but prices yielded witn- 
out resisting power, and there was no 
attempt perceptible to support the mar- 
ket. The result is to open up foréer 
doubts about the motive of the selling 
and the extent to which liquida@&ion may 
now be pursued on the decline. Most 
of the current discussion had to do with 
factors in the situation, which were al- 
ready in force before the previous de- 
cling was arrested last Thursday. The 
uncertainty over the corn crop, which 
fell into the background in the satisfac- 
tion over the government report on 
wheat, came into play again todafy, and 
the excited jump in the cotton markes 
called attention afresh to the dangers 
of that crop. Last week's feeling that 
the culmination of the western floods 
left that factor amply discounted gave 
Place today to the realization that sta- 
tistics of railroad earnings from that re- 
gion for several weeks to came must 
show the large inroads upon traffic and 
the large expenses for repairs of the 
damage caused by the floods. The as- 
sembling of the coal miners’» convention 
and the extension of the lockout in the 
New York building trades revived anx- 
iety over the labor outlook.
